E very time a British statesman. 

be he the Prime Minister, the Foreign 
Secretary or the First Lord of the Admiralty, 
speaks to the world through the ether he 
uses some part of his speech to warn all 
whom It may concern that they must be pre¬ 
pared for dark days to come. These warnings 
are not aounded In anything like a despairing 
tone; on the contrary, they are Invariably ac¬ 
companied by a recital of very substantial 
progress In- reducing the effect of known 
dangers. But they are nevertheless u.QlPls- 
takable In their implication and, as such, 
should not be treated lightly. 

We may occasionally derive some comfort 
from speculation as to how long tt will be be¬ 
fore Hitler and Stalin come tb a parting of 
their ways. It would be unwise of us to al¬ 
low our thinking to lead us too far along 
this path of conjecture. There Is a good deal 
of evidence suggestive that Rusal* and Ger 
many are working as active partners, and If 
we Ignore these signs we may be disregard¬ 
ing the most important Intelligence available 
about world affairs, while the whole march 
of events might weU prove unintelligible. 
There Is, for example, the eloae co-ordination 
of the German and Russian press; the collu¬ 
sion between the Gestapo and the O.G.P.U. 
in certain foreign countries, not excepting the 
neighboring republic; the coming and going 
of missions between Moeeow and Berlin; the 
arrival of German technicians In Russia; and 
now the movement of German forces into 
Soviet occupied Poland—in eloae proximity 
to the Rumanlan-Hungarlan Polish frontiers. 
This tatter development has followed closely 
the Soviet radio announcement of a week 
ago which heralded the dispatch of Relchs 
wehr units to that area. 

With these facts In mind It Is not difficult 
to understand why Lord Halifax and Mr. 
Churchill In their broadcasts last Saturday 
did not Indulge In any false hopes. It is 
known, moreover, that In recent days numer¬ 
ous confidential reports have been received 
In London that foreshadow still further 
demonstrations of the unity of purpose which 
is now marking the operation of the Berlin- 
Moscow 'axis " As far as can he observed 
at this distance.

Norway and 
Sweden ate balanced precariously on a fence. 
Each would lUie to Jump over to the Finnish 
aids, but neither dares—not yet, at least. All 
Scandinavia realize* that at long as Russia 
it pounding at Finland’s door, the other na¬ 
tion* are In danger. To the south of Norway 
and Sweden, In a etrateglc poalllon, lies Ger¬ 
many-threatening and powerful. The Reich 
fe “neutral" in the Finnish war. as neutrals 
go. It rseaafty refused to permit shipment of 
Italian ptatats to Finland through German ter- 
rttary. And. because of Nazidom's alllznce 
with Rural*. Hitler frowns upon any overt aid 
ri anted to Finland by either of the other 
major Scandinavian countries. 


Soldiers’ Wertlme Votes 

From Ottawa CiUgen 

As in the election of 1917, soldiers and 
Others on active service oversea* will be-af¬ 
forded facilities for voting In the next elec¬ 
tion. This is as it should be, of course, but 
next time the abuses which marked the last 
wartime election will be avoided. 

There win be no general category of 
soldiers’ votes to be applied to any constitu¬ 
ency within the discretion of any authority 
In Canada, it ta reported. Votes cast by troops 
will be directed to the constituencies from 
which they came. 

What happened In 1917 was that parcels 
of soldiers' vole* were "aUotted" to various 
constituencies by some authority In Ottawa. 
It did not matter what candidate the indi¬ 
vidual soldier voted for. the ballots were 
gathered and distributed where they were 
most useful, provided they were of the right 
color. 

Such a method might have been legal but 
It was surely not ethical. It was a manipu¬ 
lation of votes for partisan purposes. After¬ 
wards there was little said on the soldiers' 
vote In the last war. Sir Robert Borden does 
not mention that phase of the election hi his 
"Memo'rs." The present government ta to bo 
commended for taking early stepa to prevent 
a repetition of the abuses of 1917. The votes 
of soldiers, sailors and nurses should go to 
the candidates entitled to them.

VANCOUVER (CP)—Hon. C. S.
